MUNICIPAL COURT
REVERSED BUT TWICE

Remarkable Record Shown in
Two Years—Limits
to Powers

The Munleclpal Court has completad the
firat two yvears of its existence In Philn-
delphin with only two decislons reversed
by the Supreme or Superior Courts, Thia
remarkable record ls shown In the secgnd
punual report of the olvil department of
the eourt, made public today, for the
voir ending December 31, 1815, During
the two years that the court has been
handling litigatlon, 134 appenls have been
taken to the higher courtw. OF theas 3
have been disposed of with’ only 2 re
versala, and 65 have been argued, but

| no declalon réndered ns vet, «

The report shows that 9 per cenl. of
the canes conmidered by the Court during
1915 were disposed of, and If the cases in
process of settlement are excluded from
the total of unsettled cnses the disposals
would be $ per cent, If the cpses brought
over from 1014 be ellminated, the disposals
during the year M3 would be almost 53
per cernt, of the totul number of cnses
brought or reinstated during the year.

A total of 7B cnses were hrought or
relnstated In the Court during 1915 and
In addition to these 1M0 cases wera
brought over from 1914, makipg n Erand
totn!l of 5812 coses consldered during the
year by the various branches of the
court.

"It |s regrettable’’ tha report siates,
“that the jurisdiction of our Court Was
not eftended to all phases of tho quss-
tions that arise between lundlords und
tenunts, and it is nlso Lo be deplored that
with the law as it I8 we cannot so grade
our costs or control our serviee and pro-
cedure ma to make it possible to try wage
cliulms and the like a8t o minkmum cost,

*“The opportunity for real social service
and economy would he offered In asuch
wage clalma In the service of our wrils
by the pollce or by registored letier, and
in the elimination of formal pleading #a
far as possible, Certainly much good
could he eNected Iif answers to clalms of
small amount could be entered informal-
Iy by the clerk, and tried m prescribed
number of days thereafter before a amall
cinim department.'’
